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COMMENTARY 

There  was  a  small  rise  in  the  Death  Rate.  Male  deaths  were  particularly 
high  and  of  these  almost  one  quarter  died  from  disease  of  the  coronary  arteries. 
Other  arterial  diseases  accounted  for  most  of  the  remainder,  and  it  is  plain  that 
any  substantial  further  improvement  in  longevity  is  dependent  on  medical 
research  finding  the  cause  of  these  diseases,  followed  by  efficient  propaganda 
to  inform  the  public  of  the  best  preventative  means. 

Infant  mortality  was  extremely  low  during  the  year  and  it  is  to  be  hoped 
that  in  future  years  this  figure  can  be  equalled  or  even  bettered.  With  the 
exception  of  one  child,  all  infant  deaths  were  associated  with  prematurity  or 
congenital  malformations. 

The  Birth  Rate  was  a  marked  increase  over  the  previous  year. 

I  am  glad  to  report  a  reduction  of  three  in  the  number  of  accidental 
deaths.  Fatal  road  accidents  in  particular  were  lower  than  last  year.  The  record

Following  the  completion  of  the  new  trunk  sewer  during  the  year,  the 
Council’s  plans  for  the  development  of  the  new  Neighbourhood  Unit  were  well 
in  hand  at  the  end  of  the  year.  This  further  development  is  badly  needed  and 
it  is  greatly  to  be  hoped  that  the  period  of  stability  in  the  National  economic 
field  will  be  long  enough  to  allow  the  full  scheme  to  proceed  without  check 
over  the  next  few  years. 
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At  the  end  of  the  year  a  survey  of  one  of  the  Council's  estates  for  old 
people  was  undertaken  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  the  Housing 
Manager  with  a  view  to  establishing  a  Warden  Service  in  co-operation  with  the 
Welfare  Authority.  It  is  hoped  that  further  progress  in  this  scheme  will  be  made 
in  1959  and  if  successful,  that  other  estates  may  be  included  later. 

There  is  a  large  demand  for  old  age  cottages  and  it  may  be  necessary  in 
the  future  to  increase  the  proportion  of  this  type  of  building  on  new  estates 
in  order  to  lower  the  age  at  which  the  average  applicant  gains  a  tenancy.  Too 
often  at  present  a  new  tenant  is  already  in  failing  health.  With  a  lower  average 
age  of  new  tenants  it  would  be  possible,  on  occasion,  to  delay  or  mitigate 
deterioration  in  more  cases  than  formerly.

WATER  SUPPLY 

As  from  the  1st  April  the  Tees  Valley  and  Cleveland  Water  Board  took 
over  the  water  undertaking.  I  am  glad  to  report  excellent  co-operation  received 
from  the  officials  of  the  Board  and  to  thank  the  Chief  Chemist  and  Bacterio¬ 
logist  for  a  report  on  the  remainder  of  the  year  in  which  he  states  that  the 
water  supplied  to  the  area  has  been  satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity  during 
the  period  1st  April  to  31st  December,  1958. 

Thirty-one  samples  of  the  water  leaving  Redcar  treatment  plant  were 
collected  for  bacteriological  analysis  during  this  time  and  of  these  three  were 
unsatisfactory.  These  three  samples  were  collected  shortly  after  the  amalgama¬ 
tion  and  following  them  the  filters  at  the  treatment  plant  were  overhauled  and 
the  chlorination  equipment  augmented.  Since  these  improvements  were  carried 
out,  no  coliform  organisms  have  been  found  in  any  sample  of  the  water  passing 
into  supply.

Public  Conveniences 

During  the  year  plans  were  passed  for  new  conveniences  to  be  erected  on 
the  ground  opposite  the  bandstand  at  a  cost  of  £20,357/15/ld.  These  con¬ 
veniences,  when  completed,  will  replace  the  bandstand  conveniences  (gents.) 
which  are  dilapidated  and  unhygienic  and  have  been  for  some  years. 

The  public  conveniences  are  cleansed  daily  throughout  the  town.  Some  of 
these  conveniences  are  still  in  need  of  alterations  in  order  to  bring  them  up  to 
modern  hygienic  conditions  and  a  programme  will  be  devised,  by  which  one 
convenience  will  be  improved  each  year  which  will  be  appreciated  by  the 
public. 

Wilful  damage  throughout  the  year  has  taken  place  in  almost  every  com 
venience  and  this  authority  is  not  the  only  authority  concerned  as  this  damage 
is  taking  place  in  other  towns  on  Tees-side  and  is  a  great  concern. 

Water  Supply 

The  water  supply  to  the  area  has  been  satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity 
during  the  period  1st  April  to  31st  December,  1958. 

Thirty-one  samples  of  the  water  leaving  Redcar  treatment  plant  were 
collected  for  bacteriological  analysis  during  this  time  and  of  these  three  were 
unsatisfactory.

Part  of  the  area  is  fed  from  Long  Newton  Reservoir  and  other  parts  are 
supplied  from  treatment  plants  at  Scaling  Dam,  Oven  Close  and  Lockwood  Beck.

Samples  as  usual  have  been  taken  throughout  the  season  both  from 
manufacturers  and  retailers.  The  samples  are  analysed  at  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory,  Middlesbrough,  and  appended  below  are  the  results  of  same  : — 


54  samples  were  found  to  be  Grade  1.

In  consultation  with  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  it  was  felt  that  where 
pre-packed  ice  cream  is  being  sold  in  open  refrigerators  with  other  frozen 
commodities,  the  retailer  should  be  asked  to  keep  the  pre-packed  ice  cream  in 
a  separate  compartment  covered  with  a  lid.  This  request  has  been  carried  out 
in  most  cases. 

Under  the  same  Section  as  above,  all  premises  used  for  the  manufacture 
of  sausage  and  potted  meats  have  to  be  registered.

Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949 
Rodent  Control 

Two  full  time  rodent  operators  were  employed  in  your  Health  Depart¬ 
ment,  but  in  July  one  operator  suffered  an  accident  which  kept  him  from  his 
work  for  6  months  of  the  year  and  he  still  has  not  yet  returned.  The  work  of 
this  branch  has,  therefore,  been  carried  out  during  that  period  by  one  operator 
with  additional  help  for  sewer  treatment,  and  I  am  pleased  to  report  that  no 
complaints  have  been  received  in  the  department  for  any  neglect  of  work  with 
regard  to  rat  infestation  not  having  been  carried  out. 

I  would  like  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  the  Committee  that  in  1959  no  grant 
will  be  given  by  the  Ministry  and  whole  cost  of  rodent  control  will  have  to  be 
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met  by  the  Council  with  the  exception  of  a  charge  for  treatment  of  business 
premises. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  number  of  visits  has  decreased  on  the  number 
for  1957  and  this  is  due  to  the  fact  that  one  operator  was  not  at  work  and  I  am 
of  the  opinion  that  one  operator  can  carry  out  the  work  of  rat  infestation 


throughout  the  Borough.

Summer  Camps 


There  are  three  licensed  camping  grounds  within  the  Borough,  two  are 
only  used  for  summer  months  and  the  other  all  the  year  round  for  I.C.I.  workers, 
sub-contractors  and  other  residents.  The  camps  are  inspected  regularly  through¬ 
out  the  year.  Complaints  have  been  received  about  the  camp  east  of  Mersey 
Hoad  due  to  the  approach  road  to  this  camp  and  the  wet  condition  of  the  site 
in  bad  weather.  The  condition  of  the  conveniences,  etc.,  as  regards  cleanliness 
are  satisfactory  on  all  the  camps. 

Disinfestation 

Complaints  regarding  infestation  of  premises  by  vermin  are  still  being 
dealt  with  by  your  Health  Department.  The  procedure  is  carried  out  where 
necessary,  of  removing  wall  paper  and  skirting  boards  and  spraying  with  D.D.T. 
solution  and  powder.  This  method  has  been  found  to  be  very  satisfactory  and 
only  in  odd  cases  has  re-treatment  had  to  be  carried  out.  The  total  number  of 
disinfestations  carried  out  during  the  year  was  32  and  is  a  definite  decrease  on 
last  year’s  figure. 

Disinfection  of  Premises 

During  the  year  10  premises  were  disinfected  following  infectious  diseases. 
This  is  a  decrease  on  last  year’s  figure.

From  these  results,  taking  each  one  in  turn,  the  average  total  solids  in 
1958  for  Warrenby,  which  is  industrial,  is  8.018  tons  per  square  mile  less  than 
the  previous  year.  This  is  due  to  the  closing  down  of  the  furnaces  at  Warrenby. 
Dormanstown  shows  a  decrease  on  the  previous  year  of  0.189  tons  per  square 
mile.  This  does  show  that  industries  in  the  area  are  doing  all  within  their  power 
to  reduce  atmospheric  pollution.  The  Race  Course  shows  an  increase  on  the 
previous  year  of  1.69  tons  per  square  mile  and  can  be  accounted  for  by  the 
pollution  from  houses  which  have  been  built  in  the  area  and  which,  as  stated 
in  the  Beavor  Report,  causes  50%  of  the  atmospheric  pollution. 


Meat  and  Food  Inspection 

There  are  at  present  three  slaughterhouses  which  are  used  by  five  butchers 
in  the  Borough.  The  remainder  of  the  btuchers  buy  their  meat  outside  the  area, 
namely,  at  Middlesbrough.  All  the  meat  which  is  killed  in  the  slaughterhouses 
in  Redcar  is  inspected  and  in  some  cases  the  inspectors  have  to  work  on  Sundays. 

In  addition  to  these  inspections  your  Department  inspects  food  stuffs  and 
all  commodities  from  all  food  shops  in  the  Borough.  It  can  be  seen  from  the 
list  of  condemnations  given  below  that  the  amount  of  food  stuffs  condemned

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PUBLIC  CLEANSING  AND  SALVAGE 

Refuse  Collection 

Throughout  the  year  the  labour  problems  regarding  refuse  collection  have 
been  considerably  eased  owing  to  the  shortage  of  work  in  this  area.  By  this 
means  I  have  been  able  to  dispense  with  some  of  the  collectors  whose  age  made 
it  impossible  for  them  to  carry  out  this  work  and  also  those  who  had,  for  quite 
a  long  period,  been  passengers  in  the  department.  A  much  younger  type  of  man 
has  been  engaged  and  is  still  being  engaged  wherever  possible  and  I  feel  that 
this  branch  of  work  will  show  good  results  in  the  near  future.  In  addition,  the 
five-day  week  has  certainly  helped  in  obtaining  personnel  for  this  work. 

A  weekly  collection  of  refuse  has  been  maintained  except  when  break¬ 
downs  have  occurred. 

From  the  graph  on  refuse  collection,  given  below,  it  will  be  seen  that  the 
heaviest  loss  of  time  due  to  sickness  was  January,  March,  April,  August  and 
September.  The  loss  during  the  months  of  January  to  April  was  due  to  colds, 
etc.,  and  the  inclement  weather. 


Refuse  Disposal 

Controlled  tipping  is  still  taking  place  on  the  north  side  of  Trunk  Road 
on  a  site  rented  from  Messrs.  Dorman  Long  &  Co.  Ltd.  Fortunately  we  have 
been  well  supplied  most  of  the  year  with  covering  material.  The  contractors 
who  have  been  allowed  to  use  the  tip  have  been  charged  1/-  per  load  and  they 
were  responsible  for  levelling  the  tipped  material  to  our  satisfaction.  Trouble, 
as  usual,  is  still  taking  its  course,  mainly  with  fires  being  lit  by  people  who  are 
looking  for  scrap,  etc.,  on  the  tip  and  the  hut  on  the  tip  was  also  broken  into. 

Snow  Clearing 

On  Sunday,  9th  March,  1958,  there  was  a  heavy  fall  of  snow  which 
persisted  on  the  Monday  and  Tuesday  and  which,  meant  that  it  was  impossible 
for  the  refuse  collection  vehicles  to  carry  out  their  usual  work.  All  the  men 
from  the  Health  Department,  Engineer’s  Department  and  Parks  Department, 
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were  employed  on  the  removal  of  snow  from  the  County  roads  and  other  roads. 
Nine  wagons  were  hired  from  contractors  throughout  the  town  in  addition  to 
the  wagons  from  the  Engineer’s  Department.  Two  bulldozers  and  two  shovels 
were  used  and  18  tons  of  brine  were  bought  from  the  I.C.I.  and  used  for  spray¬ 
ing  the  main  Trunk  Road.  Over  1,400  loads  of  snow  were  cleared  from  the  roads 
throughout  the  town.  It  was  found  at  the  time  that  the  one  snow  plough 
belonging  to  your  Health  Department  was  inadequate  to  cope  with  the  roads 
and  I  should  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  the  Borough  Engineer 
and  the  Parks  Superintendent  for  their  co-operation  during  this  trying  time. 

Street  Cleansing 

Throughout  the  year  the  two  street  sweeping  machines,  the  Karrier  and 
the  Lewin,  together  with  the  twelve  street  sweepers,  have  given  adequate  and 
efficient  service  in  sweeping  the  streets.  The  time  taken  by  the  machines  to 
sweep  their  respective  aras  is  to  7  days.  This  is  mainly  due  to  the  constant 
use  of  the  machines  and  by  this  means  less  debris,  etc.,  has  to  be  picked  up  and 
more  time  is  saved. 

Street  sweeping  sickness  was  heaviest  in  January,  February,  March, 
November  and  December,  particularly  in  March  when  there  was  almost  50% 
absenteeism  due  to  illness.  Most  of  the  sickness  is  due  to  the  age  of  the  men 
and  since  that  time  a  younger  staff  has  been  employed. 
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Gully  Cleansing 

Two  gully  cleansing  machines  have  been  fully  employed  in  their  own 
districts  and  the  total  number  of  gullies  cleansed  was  6,892  and  the  number  of 
sewers  flushed  was  1,240.  All  street  and  road  gullies  are  now  cleansed  at  regular 
intervals  of  eight  weeks  and  it  can  been  seen  that  less  flooding  is  taking  place 
during  heavy  rainfalls  than  in  previous  years.  The  period  between  cleansing 
will  increase  slightly  due  to  the  extension  of  the  Borough  and  the  time  will 
come  when  another  machine  will  be  procured.

It  has  been  greatly  appreciated  that  the  Committee 
allowed  me  to  purchase  new  trailers  and  I  have  to  report  that  they  are  giving 
good  service.  Salvage  from  householders  had  dropped,  not  due  to  the  house¬ 
holders  themselves,  but  due  to  the  way  the  refuse  collectors  handled  it.  The 
Chairman  and  myself  met  the  men  and  pointed  out  to  them  what  could  happen 
if  household  salvage  did  not  increase  and  I  am  pleased  to  state  that  a  definite 
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improvement  has  taken  place.  Salvage  from  another  source  continued  each 
week.  The  income  from  the  sale  of  salvage  materials  amounted  to  £7,203  of 
which  £6,846  was  for  the  sale  of  waste  paper  and  cardboard.  This  shows  an 
increase  on  last  year’s  sales  of  £870. 

We  were  informed  by  Thames  Board  Mills  Ltd.  that  they  no  longer 
required  newspapers  but  I  have  found  another  source  for  this  type  of  salvage. 
Although  the  price  now  given  for  newspapers  is  considerably  less  than  that 
given  by  Thames  Board  Mills,  I  feel  it  is  well  worth  our  while  as  this  firm 
collects  the  newspapers  from  our  Peirson  Street  Depot,  which  would  otherwise 
be  deposited  on  the  tip. 

Litter  Bins 

During  the  year  214  litter  bins  were  placed  throughout  the  town  of  which 
83  were  provided  by  a  firm  who  obtain  advertisements  from  the  traders  in  the 
town  and  these  advertisements  are  displayed  on  the  bins.  Each  year  your 
Health  Department  receives  revenue  and  the  bins  are  fixed  and  maintained  by 
the  firm  concerned. 

There  has  been  an  improvement  in  the  amount  of  litter  but  still  the 
public  are  not  litter  minded  and  the  bins  are  not  used  to  their  best  advantage. 
Unless  some  example  is  made  of  a  person  or  persons  for  depositing  litter  in  the 
streets  this  state  of  affairs  will  continue. 

I  would  like  to  state  that  during  the  peak  periods  when  there  are  visitors 
in  Redcar,  the  amount  of  litter  which  is  still  being  deposited  in  the  main  centre 
of  the  town  is  unbelievable  and  as  this  area  is  well  provided  with  litter  bins 
it  makes  one  think  that  the  facilities  provided  are  just  being  ignored.  The  time 
and  cost  of  fixing  and  painting  these  bins  is  being  wasted  as  they  are  not  being 
used  to  the  full.
